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PREFACE. 



ST. Paul mentions it as a great ad- 
vantage to Timothy, and a fubjeft 
of great commendation to his parents, 
that from a child be bad known the holy f crip- 
tures j which, he fays, were able to make 
him wife untofalvation. 2 Tim. iii. 15. By 
the fcripturcs the apoftle muft have meant 
the books of the Old Teftament ; but the 
colledtion is now rendered much more va- 
luable by the addition of thofe of the New. 
Since thefe ineftimable writings are pro- 
fitable for do&rine, for reproof, for cor- 
rection, and for inftruftion in righteoufnefs, 
and are calculated to make men perfelt, 
thoroughly furnifhed unto all good works, ver. 
16, 17, it muft be a matter of the greateft 
importance that young perfons be inftrucl- 
ed in the knowledge of them; and this 
courfe of inftru&ion, in order to be effec- 
tual, cantiot be begun too early. 

The fooner the mind is imprefled with 
juft maxims of condudt, with a fenfe of 
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the divine authority, the hope of his 
favour, and the fear of his difpleafure; 
the fooner a perfon is made fenfible of the 
charms of good example, and filled with 
abhorrence by a view of what is odious and 
contemptible in human chara&ers (and 
for all thefe purpoics the books of fcrip- 
ture are moft excellent) the more proba- 
ble it is that the eftedt will be lading and 
happy. This courfe of inftru&ion, I 
know by experience, may be begun, and 
carried on with fuccefs, as foon as a child 
is capable of any kind of oral inftru&ion 
whatever ; and none but thofe who have 
made the trial can imagine, with how much 
pleafure children will liften to the moft 
inftru&ive fcripture hiftories, and how 
foon they will enter into the meaning and 
fpirit of them.. 

But the following catechifm is not dc- 
figned for the ufe of young children. 
Thefe muft be taught without a book, 
by the parent telling them the ftories in the 
moft familiar manner, fele&ing the moft 
important and engaging circumftances, 
and making them tell the particulars in 
their own way after him. But as foon as 
perfons are capable of reading the bible 
with under (landing, I think it may be fuf- 

ficient 
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ficient to propofe to them fuch queftions 
as I have here drawn up, and to refer 
them to the fcriptures themfelves for the 
anfwers. I do not, indeed, think that it 
can be reafonably expected that a perfon 
fhould be able to prepare tolerably judi- 
cious anfwers to fome of the queftions irk 
this catechifm, under fixteen or eighteen 
years of ag€; but there are others which 
will not be too difficult for thofe who are 
but nine or ten years old ; fo that with a 
little judgment in the ufe of it, this col- 
lection of queftions'may be ufeful in the 
jnftru&ion of young perfons of any age. 
Upon the whole, however, I would ad- 
vife, that this catechifm be taught to a 
clafs of perfons not quite fo young as thofe 
for whofe ufe my other catechifm, and es- 
pecially the firft part of it, was particu- 
larly calculated. 

The queftions in this catechifm ane 
chiefly hiftorhat> becaufe this part of the 
bible may be moft conveniently taught in 
this manner; and that young perfons may 
have a clearer idea of the order of events, 
I have colle&ed the hiftory of the kings 
of Judea and Ifrael from the Prophets, as 
well as from the books of Kings and Chroni- 
cles i refervingonly afewmifcellaneous pro- 
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phecies for a feparate fedtion. I have alfo 
reduced the four evangelifts into a har- 
mony, and have referred to all the differ- 
ent accounts of the fame ftory. Thofc 
who have made a 'greater proficiency in 
the knowledge of the fcriptures may be 
required to compare them, and note the 
variations. 

On the books of Proverbs, Pfalms, Ec- 
clefiaftes, and other books, and parts of 
books, which pre not hiftorical, I have 
made but few queftions. Thefe books 
can only be recommended in general to 
the attention and ftudy of young perfons; 
or particular parts of them may be com- 
mitted to memory. Other books of fcrip- 
ture, efpecially the prophetical, and fome 
of the apoftolical epiftles, can hardly be 
well underftood, except by perfons o£ 
riper years. For this reafon I have been 
very (paring of the queftions which refer 
to them. 

In many cafes, I am aware, fhat it will 
be ncceffary to divide thefe queftions into 
v.sr.i.us others, and alfo to diverfify the 
/' .t v of expreffion, in order to lead thofe 
\* o are lefs experienced to the proper an-' 
iwersj but a very fmall degree of judg- 
ment 
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ment and addrefs will be fufficient for tht» 
purpofe. 

It will be 2t confiderable advantage at- 
tending this method of inftruttion, that by* 
it young perfons will be introduced to an* 
acquaintance with tbefcriptures themfelves 9 . 
which will give them the trueft idea or 
their contents and value. No anfwers 
framed to their hands could poflibly effedb 
this great and good purpofe. If the an- 
fwers to catechifms be given in the very 
words o( fcripture, yet the connection in 
which fuch fentences are introduced, ami 
confequently much of the peculiar pro- 
priety and force of them, is neceffariTy k>ft. 
Be fides, catechifms, upon this plan, can- 
not well comprife more than the moral 
maxims of fcripture, fo that the biftorical, 
which is, in faft, the moft ufeful part to 
young perfons, mud be omitted. 

I hope alfo that thofe parents who 
have the true wifdom to fee it to be a duty 
incumbent upon themfelves to fuperin- 
tend the religious inftrudtion of their chil- 
dren, and who will not refufe to take fome 
pains for fo valuable a purpofe, will not 
be difpleafed with the opportunity which 
this fchemeof a catechifm will afford them, 
of renewing and perfe&ing their own ac- 
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quaintance with the hiftory of the bible* 
^ Indeed it cannot be fuppofed that the mod 
knowing in the fcriptures fhould be able 
to make ufe of fuch a catechifm as this, 
in the inftrudtion of his children, without 
fome previous preparation $ fo that no 
perfon need to be afhamed, if it appear 
that he himfelf has fomething to learn in 
this bufinefs, as well as his child. But I 
hope that few of thofe who will make any 
inquiry after this catechifm, will objeft to 
it, becaufe it is calculated to give them- 
felves as well as their children, a more 
_perfe& knowledge of important fa&s and 
truths.
